No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during July, 
August and September, 1953. 


PRESSURE. 
The outstanding features of the pressure distribution during 1953 were the number of de- 
pressions producing winds in excess of 60 miles per hour at Perth, the low pressure system in the 


sub-tropies during February and November and the tropical cyclone which developed off the 
North-West coast curing March. 


The latter system moved across the coast just to the south of Onslow on the 22nd. Twenty- 
four hours later it had reached Carnarvon. still moving in a southerly direction but much more 
slowly and with far less vigor passing over Geraldton on the 24th. It continued weakening and 
moving southward, finally passing into the Southern Ocean near Albany. 

During its passage the system produced gale force winds which caused widespread damage 
to Onslow and Carnarvon as well as stations in the Fortescue and Gascoyne divisions. Aerodromes 
were rendered unserviceable, roads became impassable and jetties heavily damaged. Houses in 
the area were unroofed and mills blown down. At Learmonth heavy damage was inflicted on 
the oil-drilling equipment and a fishing cannery. The banana plantations at Carnarvon suffered 
badly and the damage in this area alone was estimated at £250,000.

thunderstorms. ; 


An anticyclone off the west coast and another centred in the Bight with a low pressure 
trough along the West coast formed the pressure pattern in the sub-tropics.

Fine weather continued in the tropics, due to the presence of an anticyclonic system over 
the northern half of the State. 


July : 

In the first half of the month weather in the sub-tropics was controlled by depressions 
off the south west corner of the State. During the remaining fortnight ahigh pressure system was 
established over the sub-tropics causing fine weather. 

In the tropics a high pressure system maintained fine weather throughout the area. 


August : 

A succession of high pressure cells controlled the weather in the sub-tropies for the greater 
part of the month. Between each of these cells cold fronts, associated with depressions to the 
south of the continent, passed over the State. 

A low pressure trough extended over the tropics. 


September : 
Depressions in the first and last weeks caused widespread rain in the sub-tropics. During 

the remainder of the month high pressure systems controlled the weather in this part of the State. 
In the tropics low pressure troughs and high pressure ridges alternated over the area. 


October : 

Rapidly moving depressions south of the state caused unsettled weather with high winds 
in much of the sub-tropics, but caused little damage. One gust of 65 miles per hour was the 
highest ever recorded in Perth during October. 

A shallow low pressure trough extended southwards from the Kimberleys over the remainder 
of the tropics. 


November : 

Intense depressions south of the state controlled the weather in the sub-tropics during most 
of the month. For a short period at the end of the first week and again towards the end of the 
month there was a tendency for the summer type pressure system to form, with high pressure cells 
off the west coast and in the Bight, with a low pressure trough along the west coast. 

During the final two weeks the low pressure trough over the tropics became active, causing 
rain in the North and East Kimberleys. 


December : 
The summer type pressure pattern became established during this month, with low pressure 
troughs along the west coast with anticyclones centred in the Bight and over the Indian Ocean. 
A low pressure system covered the tropics and on occasions extended southwards to the 
northern sub-tropics. [t was responsible for rains in the East and North Kimberleys. 


RAINFALL. 


The rainfall during 1953 closely approached the yearly average in the South West and 
most other divisions in the sub-tropics. Apart from the West Gascoyne, Eucla and North Eastern 
divisions, which received a surplus of 46 per cent. and deficits of 20 per cent. and 22 per cent. 
Tespectively, all sub-tropical divisions received within 8 per cent of their yearly average. 

On the other hand much of the West Kimberley did not receive sufficient rain to break the 
drought experienced in that division, and in the De Grey, rainfall was considerably below normal. 
The remainder of the tropics received approximately normal rainfall except for the North Kim- 
berley division which received a surplus. 

Rainfall was below average in Central Coastal, South Coastal and South Central sub-divisions 
and in sections in the North Coastal sub-divisions extending from Buntine in the south east to 
Dongara in the north west. 

In the remainder of the state west of line running roughly from Onslow to Kalgoorlie to 
Eucla, it was above normal. 

In the East Kimberley a strip of country averaging 50 miles in width extending from the 
headwaters of the Ord River to south of the Pallotine Mission received a surplus, as did a section 
of the country surrounding Kalumburu in the North Kimberleys. These rains which contributed 
substantially to the surplus recorded by the latter division, fell during the first three and last 
two months of the year. 

Widespread flooding was caused in the northern sub-tropics as the result of the March cyclone. 
Washaways on railway lines and flooding of roads impeded traffic over a wide area. The area in 
which the heavy rain caused some inconvenience was extended to the South Eastern division, by 
the filling and overtlowing of the chain of normally dry lakes inland. 


In April the rains in all the sub-divisions of the South West except the North Coastal, 
were below normal, but were sufficient in view of the excessively heavy rain in March, to cause 
further floods and interruptions to traffic. 

In addition to the March tropical cyclone, another occurred during April. Although it 
caused gale force winds between Cape Leveque and Port Hedland, only minor damage was re- 
ported. It caused heavy rains in Nullagine, Roy Hill area but did not relieve the dry West Kim- 
berley division.

MONTHLY SUMMARY. 
January : 
Apart jrom a few isolated stations in the sub-tropics and the coastal areas of West Gascoynes 
rainfall was below normal throughout the State. 


February : 

The only districts to receive above normal rains during this month were the Kimberley divi- 
sion and parts of the South West division. In the remainder of the State totals were well below 
normal and in many places no rain was recorded. 


Mareh : 

As previously mentioned rainfall during this month was excessive in most of the sub-tropics 
and the Fortescue but below average falls were recorded in the lower South West. 

The coastal area of the North Kimberleys received a surplus but elsewhere in the tropics 
rainfall was below normal. 


April : : 
Due to moderate falls in the North and West Kimberleys and their low April normals, these 
divisions received above average rains. In the East Kimberley totals were below average but in 
the De Grey and Fortescue they were above, because of heavy falls concentrated in the Nullagine, 
Ethel Creek area. 

In the remainder of the State rainfall varied from 118 per cent. above normal in the North 
Central sub-division to 54 per cent. below in the Eucla division. 


Rainfall was above normal in most of the State but none was recorded in the North and 
East Kimberley divisions, and in the Eucla division there was a marked deficit. 


June : 
In isolated areas in the De Grey, Fortescue, West Gascoyne and in most of the South West 
and South East divisions, totals were above normal. In the rest of the State they were below. 


July : 
Most of the state recorded below average totals. In the northern sub-tropics there was an 
excess and in the South-Western division the deficit was only slight. 


August : 
The whole of the State except for the Eucla, De Grey and parts of the East Kimberley, record- 
ed totals below normal. 


September : 
This was a very dry month for the greater part of the State. In the tropics only two stations 
reported rain. 


October : 

Heavy rains were experienced in the South West division and widespread moderate falls 
in the Gascoyne brought above normal totals to those divisions. There were light to moderate 
falls in the Kimberleys but no rain fell in the De Grey and Fortescue divisions. 


November : 

High totals were reported from the East and North Kimberleys but the West Kimberley 
division did not receive sufficient rain to alleviate the drought position in that area. 

Although most of the remainder of the State received little or no rain, coastal sub-divisions 
of the South West division recorded substantial surpluses. 


December : 

The North and East Kimberley divisions, eastern parts of the De Grey and Fortescue, 
the North Eastern and parts of the South East division all received above normal rains in 
December. The southern parts of the East Gascoyne and parts of the northern sub-tropics also re- 
ceived above normal rainfall, but in the remainder of the State there was little or none. 
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THUNDERSTORMS AND HAIL, 
ields districts, the passage of low pressure troughs was associated with thunder- 
storms, one of which caused heavy damage at Leonora in January. In December thunderstorms 
destroyed 8 at Yandanooka and Mukinbudin and caused widespread flooding in the Wiluna 
and Yailgoo districts, the latter town being badly damaged by strong winds. 

The agricultural areas experienced thunderstorms with lightning and hail during April 
period. However, no substantial hail damage was reported although it fell in many 
Many storms were accompanied by heavy falls of rain with consequent interruption to traffic. 

In May a violent thunderstorm broke over Perth. Power lines and services were disrupted 
in the city, trees uprooted, and houses unroofed by the wind in several localities.

TEMPERATURES. 
In January, Feb uary and March temperatures were about normal throughout the State 
for most of the time. 1ere were cool spells of one week in early January and February but dur- 
ing the remainder of the three months below normal temperatures were limited to a few days at 
a time. 

Apart from the South West dj ision which experienced a cool spell during the frst week 
of April, temperati ied above averaze until the last ten days of the month when a cool 
change extended throughout the State. 

The widespread cooler conditions continued through May and June except for isolated days 
and the first week of June when temperatures were higher than normal. 

Although in the sub-tropies temperatures were about normal in July, they were above normal 
in the tropics. 


cust above average temperatures were confined to the South West division which be- 
came ¢ lerably warmer « ng the last two weeks, but in September above normal readings 
predominated and were reported irom all over the State. 

Except in the tropical divisions, temperatures were lower than usual in October, November 
and dur December. In the latter month there were two successive days, 16th and 17th, 
when many temperatures exceeded 160 degrees in a State wide hot spell. 

The highest temperature of the year, 118 degrees, was recorded at Carnarvon on the 23rd 
January and the lowest 24 de stees at Laverton on 22nd July.

_ FROST AND FoG. : 

The first frost of the year was reported in May at Margaret River. During the second half 
of June there were widespread frosts on the 20th and 30th and more scattered frosts on a few other 
days. 

In July and August they were numerous in the sub-tropics. In September they became 
less frequent and were the last for the year. 

Fog blanketed York on one occasion in June and impeded traffic. 

Six fogs were reported in Perth during the year. One was recorded in both February and 
August and two in each of the months March and April,
